The motel is a couple of miles from 
the plant. Mr. Morin thinks he'd be 
justified in having trucks make special 
trips to large motels a mile or two fur 
ther out. However, he also believes 
it worthwhile to “rejigger” a route so 
that a regular route salesman can give 
one-day service to a motel of any size 
anywhere in an area normally served 
by the laundry. Or a once-a-day stop 
by the regular route salesman might 
be combined with a single call from 
the extra truck, particularly where 
several mote ls are close ly burn hed

suspects it is not likely to get much 


quite handy to a motel, Mr 
motel trade The guests are concen 
trating on their own business or other 


purpose in town, and unless laundry

Another step in making motel trade 
profitable was brought to Mr. Morin’s 
attention as working well in another 
city near Manchester. There a laun 
dryowner gives motel employees the 
company’s regular cash - and - carry 
price for its regular service. The truck 
picks up and delivers the employees 
work at the motel along with the guest 
bundles, but this work goes through 
the plant on its regular four-day 
SC hedule

finds it is a little service on his part to 
his own employees that they appreci 
ate, The latter respond by bringing in

Air-conditioning fundamentals 


Air as we find it all around us con 
tains moisture in varying amounts. In 
‘ir-conditioning work the air can be 
considered a mixture of air and steam 
The reason we can say we have steam 
in the air at atmospheric

To see how this works let's start 
with steam at 70° EF. Its absolute 
pressure at that temperature is 0.74 
inch Hg (mercury). And 0.0011 
pound of it would fill one cubic foot 
Now if we add enough air to make 
one cubic toot of mixture, what do we 
have? Total pressure, we know will 
be atmospheric pressure, say 30 inches 
Hy. Then the partial pressure of the 
air must be x0 0.74, or 29.26

Steam Properties: Since the water 
vapor or steam always acts as if there 
were no a present we can get a 
clearer picture of how moist-air mix 
tures behave if we review steam prop 
erties briefly. We remember that if 
we heat water at some given pressure 
Vinally, we 
reach a point where the water boils 
or vaporizes Temperature — holds 
steady at this pot until all water has 
become steam. Jf we continne to add 


ifs temperature rises 


heat, steam temperature starts to rise 
and we have superheated ste am 

Now if we take away heat, we lower 
the temperature ot the steam This 
goes on until we reach the tempera 
ture at which the steam vaporized If 
we still cool the steam, some of it con 
denses. This continues at a constant 
temperature and, as jong as we take 
away heat, until all the steam is con 
densed back to the liquid 

The important point to remember 
is that for any given pressure there is 
one temperature at which steam starts 
to vaporize or condense. This is known 
as saturation temperature, It depends 
on pressure being lower at low pres 
sures, Furthermore, steam at any given 
pressure and saturation temperature 
has a certain density 

Now let's assume we have a cubic 
foot of moist air at 70° F and we find 
that it contains 0.0004 pound of mois 
ture. A glance at any set of steam 
tables shows that at 70° F a cubic foot 
will hold 0.0011 pound of steam 
Since we have Jess, the steam must be 
superheated and the table tells us 
how much: 70 410, or 30° FE 
Relative Humidity: We can see that 
our cubic foot holds Jess moisture
